Ball told Bundy that the meeting with the Com. of 
Principals was scheduled for Friday?-not Thursday. 

In light of this it was decided the meeting between 
Bundy, Ball, McNamara and Rusk would be at 4:00 tomorrow. 

Bundy asked Ball if he had gotten a final clearance 
on the telegram to Goldberg — he had not. Ball said he 
had not either. 

Ball said the Pres, called him but only to follow-up 
on the things the two of them had just discussed. The 
Pres, was concerned that AP had a story that we were con- 
ducting a world-wide survey of our peace campaign. Ball 
said he did not know where this had come from but the 
Pres, was not disturbed. The President principally 
wanted to make sure the circuits were closed. Ball told 
the Pres, that he and Bundy had just been discussing this. 

Bundy thought the President should look at the telegram 
to Goldberg. Bundy thought perhaps responding this way 
would create a framework in the Sy Gen's mind that we 
were prepared to discuss ^"the way and how in making this 
appeal." 

Ball said he had told Goldberg last night that one 
of the problems of this is if he were U Thant his reply 
would be, "]j^ill do this but only on the basis that you are 
not going to resume bombing while I am engaged on this 
basis." 

Bundy thought it would be better to amend the telegram 
by saying "before discussing your interesting proposal, I thin 
you should know we have not had any answers and we are 
watching this with growing concern and we could not undertake 
to give you any definite assurances since it has gone on 
so long already." 
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Ball agreed with this but said he would like to get 
something from the President so he could tell Goldberg 
to go ahead. 

Bundy said he would give the above to the President 
and let Ball know his reaction.
